Thus there rrc ^ totrl of six 
reports - Three on Scheduled Costes rnd Three,oq Scheduled 
Tribes. There is no report on strtes rnd union territories 
where there is no Scheduled Cr-ste or Scheduled Tribe 
populntion.

Cbapter Two 


STREiJG'IH i®D WEAKNESS OP THE SCHEME 

A number of schemes were started by idle Cujaret 
Government to provide financial assistance to the Schediled 
Tribe students studyinc in various schools run by tb© ^v^xAirtenti 
local bodies and voluntary organ!?ations. 

An attempt has been made here bo discuss about the 
strength and weaknesses of the schemes* Financial assistance 
is given in both cash and kind* Assistance in kind includes 
uniforms, textbooks and mid day meal • Assistance in cash 
includes pre-matric scholarship, opportunity cost to the 
most backward^ communities and special scholarship to Scheduled

stated that they distribute this amount at the end of 
academic year hence they spent it on otner purposes* 

Kany parents also revealed tijat the amount of Re 40 is 
nothing in the present day price of cost and even this 
amount is not enough to make on<- pair ot uniform* 

Klsutili zation 

The term misutill nation in the present context 
denotes the utilisation o-l amount for the purpos&s otlner 
than those for -which it is meant* The eiiount is usually 
misutilized by the beneficiaries in many instance -than the 
exGcu-tX)rs ot the- scheme* 

Many officers were also aware- of this mis utilization 
but they stated that they do not have any powers to take

Chapter Four 


CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMKrOATIONS 

A 

Tlie Government of Gujarat is providing financial 
assistance to the Scheduled Trite students studying at 
primary and secondary level to meet their educational expendi 
jure end to improve the quality of education^ enrolment and 
to reduce drop-out» 

The schemes of financial assistance was introduced 
by welfare and education departments* The schemes implement¬ 
ed by the welfare department covers nore number of students 
than the schemes run by otlier departinents. 

An attempt has been made in tl:iis study to review the 
various schemes implemented by these departments end to suggest 
remedial measures to strengthen thic schemes* 

The following are the major findings of the study^ 

P olicy and purpose The maun oujective of the scheme of 
-- si stance is ^ r'‘mouc education among Uic 
Scheduled Tribes and to increase literacy among them* It is 
also stated that financial assistance helps the students to 
meet education expenses and thereby reduces burc^en on parents* 
It is also emphhsi'^ed that the purpose of these schemes is to 
attract more children 'to school and also to reduce the drop* < ^

Schemes introduced by education department were imple¬ 
mented by District Education Officer at district level. 
Similarly, schemes introduced by the welfare dtpartment for 
the welfare of backward corrmunitics were imulemcnted by botli 
District Social Welfare Officer and District Backward Class 
Welfare Offices at district level. Majority of the officc'rs 
at district level stated that there is no separate staff to 
look after these schemes which delays disbursement of 
financial assistance. 

As merit is taken into consideration for awarding 
scholarship^ majority of headmasters stated that some parents 
lodged COTr,'ic7ints ogeinst them for not awarding 'scholarship 
to their children • This clearly indicates that they were not 
satisfied with the above criteria. Parents also stated that 
all students should get scholarships to pursue their education* 
Disbursement and delay There was no fixed date for disburse¬ 
ment of scholarship but from the current academic year the 
government have taken a decision to disburse financial 
Assistance before the month of September* Majority of social 
welfare and Backward Class Welfare Officers Stated that the 
mein reason for delay was non receipt of information from the

scholarships were introduced by these departments to cover 
more number of students, but majority of the students oould 
not get scholarship because of too many connitions to be 
fulfilled by the students to got r scholarship, hence, the 
impact of these schemes on both parents and students is less. 
Extent of financial assistance 

The financial assistance was provided to large number 
of students. 

Rcajmmendations 

There are some defects end lacuncC in implementinCf these 
schemes which the state should rectify. The following reconro— 
endations are made for this prupose- 

The Government of Gujarat, should pbovidc more incentives 
in kind to attract students at primary level * Incentives in kind 
‘jIso helps the students to serve their purpose which either 
parents or students cb not misutillze.

A brief note on i±e f inancia l assl &t ance 

The constitution envisaQ^-a special progrc-roncs to 
accelpr? the pace oi socio-econondc d( velojsnent of 
special groups of Indian population like'the Scheduled 
Tribes. The Government of Rajasthan have tried to reacJi 
this goal through five ye&r plcns ly ellocating adecfuate 
funds. 

Education- both forniol cC \-oll as non-fornal- is 
one of the important agencies of rocial change. :iore so 
among the Schec3uled Tribes vho ere relrtively isolated 
from the main stream of the Indian society. Educetron 
exposes them to the outside world* It j^rovides an oppor¬ 
tunity to know about others and outside their cwn village 
m' the pre-requisite for social trmsl-'ri f^on in & 
welfare state. Education also provides opportunity to 
them to enter the non-agricultural S'~ctor ror erminf 
their livelihood. The present study initiated to 
know the education system and the financial assistance 
available for the tribal students at the pre-ractric level 
The study was conducted in five districts vt z.,Eanswer©, 
Dungarpur, Jaipur, Sawai Madhopur and Udaipur* 
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The date o£ reference of these deta is March 1989. 

The Government of Rajasthan have initiated schemes 
t>oth in crsh and kind t' the Scheduled Tribe sLudentSi 
These Incentives include general scliolarship, hostel 
fe'diity, free books, stationery, untfonas and special 
scholarship. Imong the existing schemes, free textbooks, 
Etgtionory and uniforms are given to the primary school 
stu^'ents (class I-V). The remaining finencisl assistance 
is meant for secondary school students studying in desses 
VI to X.

Regarding the delay in disbursement of the award of 
scholarship the headmasters, the beneficiaries end then 
parents of sample districts were interviewed* Out of 15 
headmasters interviewed, one said that at his primary

the sanction is less. The disl ursement of uniforms to 
all the p©or students is not available, The uniforms 
Were disbursed on republic day or on the day of any other 
school function. 

Majority •£ the parents do not know the norms of 
disbursement of financial assistance* However^ they are 
of the opinion that whenever they received it, the 
government sanctioned them on that very day. They tliought 
that they get the ev^ard regularly* 

The above discussion reveals that the disbursemmt 
Of financial assistance and incentives in kind is always 
delayed nearly by a year. But no hcadnaster or any 
official concerned is ready bo give in v.'riting about the 
delay of financial assistance.

The data revealed that the major cause for delay of 
disbursauent of financial assistance is the govemwents

Allocation of funds itself is 
not enough unless it is properly uttiiaed. In the present 
ch-^pter rn endeavour hes ber-n mode to study the dlff'~rcnt 
prt&erns of abllizr>bion of the pnount of fin'’ncic'l ossistsnoe 
given to tribcl students. 

With regcrd to the proper utinzotion of scholarship the 
he'^dmcsters were interviewed. Cent percent of them expressed 
tL- vl ' t' --t ohe stad-a's utilized the finraciol nssistnnce. 
Further, they el so opined rbout the items on which they 
utilized the oraount'.

The m-'^in purpose of the scheme of finonci-l ossistenc© 
for pre-m^tric trihrl sbudents ns revealed by the study is 
to promote the ceuse of tribfl tdac-tion rnd thereby to help 
tilbol students meet r pert of the expenditure on tduC'tiou 
rnd rlso to reduce the bur* en on the parents. 

In i\ssrm financial incentives both in c-sh rnd kind ore 
ia practice. They ere bookgrrnt, uniform fccilitics, host"l 
grant and pre-mntric scholarship. The majority of officer- 
respondents favoured both types of schemes,but preferred 
the scheme of the former category in secondary schools and 
the latter c''tc-gory in primrry schools. If ’"ort scheme 
providing Bssist''nce in c'^sh and in kind ar^ introduced than 
it is felt that the respondent should be givrn a choice in 
selection of any type of assistance they preferred. 

Thr criteria for aworuing of this flaancl-l assistems

The amount of pre-nitric scholarship snould be rrvised. 

For award of hostel grant the parents' income limit snould 
be reduced so that more number of students can aVfil of tdic 
frcility. More financial schemes should be Introduceti so 
that choice of selection is kept open. Delay at whatever 
1ml it may exist may be immediately removed* 



Ihough it mry toke t? month or two to complete the necessrri

The success of nny sclKine of finrncini rssistmce 
mostly depends upon its proper utiliaption end rllocrtion 
of funds. In the present chrpter on endeavour has been 
made to study different pattern of utilization of the amount 
of financicl csslstrnce given to the Scheduled Tribe students.

However, they told th'-t the 
rraount w^s given to the students for educ^tionrl purpose 
only. If it WPS spent on other than educrtionol purpose, 
it vrs considered as misutilizrtion. The her^dmcsters and 
tne district level officers also expressed the srme view. 
Hov;ever, r nie;Jority of the headmasters said thrt the amount 
was mostly utilized for household purpose and for drinks by 
Cue t^rr*. nts.

Ihe mnin objective of the scheme of flnrnclrl rsslstrse® 
Is to promote eduection emong 'Che worker sections of the 
society to pttrrct then to the school. It is rT so to reduce 
the burden of meeting educ'tionri expenses on parents. 

The St'-te Government hrs Irid more emphesis on schemes 
providing nssist.-nce in crsh. The schemes, by "no Irrge, 
rr*' confined to the middle nnd secondary school students 
only. The rarjor schemes Implemented in the st'-te ''r<= 

merit scholrrships, reimbursement of exmlnrlHon 
rnd tutlm fees etc. There ere no incentives in kind rt the 
secondary level. 

4 mrjority of the officer-rnd heedmrster-respondents ^ 
f<'Voured the introduction of incentives in kind. . They 
furthor str«-ssed the need to introduce some schemes rt the 
prim^i'y level. 

I’he stipend schomo is de^lt ^/ith by the eduertion 
drprrtment, wherers sch.mcs darling with merit scholarship 
tution. f*nd reimbursement of exrmlnntion fees rrf^ derlt 
with by the soolel welfrre department. 



Xhe mrjority of hepdmrbcers nnd c mcerne-d officials 
nt state lev(=l reported thpt the osststr-ncp -;ivcn to the 
students wrs inodequr-te. However, some of the parents ra# 
benefioirries seemed satisfied ;ith the assist ncs whldri 
their children get. These belong mostly to the trth'"! 
sab-plan cree. 

The m'^jor criteria for award of financial rssisu'-nce 
are that the students should belong to the Schedaled Tribe 
community and must be studying at government or government 
aided or recognised schools of Maharashtra* For award of 
merit scholarship, one should get more than 60 per cent 
marks and also he should secure first or second r-nk among 
the Scheduled Coste and Scheduled Tribe, students In a 
particular class. 

Th© students who belong to the Scheduled iTiu^s enrolled 
in the schools need not pay eny tucion f^es to th^ conceriw^< 
schools, Exemination fees are else reimbursed to th®**®

As the study reveeled, the mechinery used in irapleraenting 
f-’p scheme wrs very unsntisfoctory . The finrncirl essistence 
1.1 disbursed through socisl welfnre pnd education departments. 
Ther - is no coordln''tiw,i,i b.'t''rt> n the ti ) deportments. Fvtn 
thougp. both tl deprrtraents ore m ont for welf.nre of the 
buii t ..u j. fc U j.x'i', wu-- doCb iiot know the scheme- implemented 
by the other. There is no supervision pt ony level regnrding 
the sclirmrs concerned. Since the educntion of fleer end 
socirl welfrrf officer nr*" over burdened with mnny jobs they 
hnvc lit.,,lc time to loo'cnfter the incentives in detnil . 
Kojority of the Zill r Pr-rtshnd officer respondents reported 
thrt they need more offlclrl/supervlslng stnff to dcol with 
t'.ic trie sciiolrrshlp.

Delpy in disburseinent of fin^nci^l nsiistfnce is more 
ct the state level then ot other levels i^lch is reporte’d 
hy the district level officers end h* edniesters. It rlso 
leads to misutilizetion of finenoirl assistrncs by the student 
rnd absenteeism nd poor educrtionnl perform'-nce rs reported 
by the headmasters* 


A majority of the officer-respondents and herdr'psters 
expressed the view that the amount of flnmcl'-l assist me© 
given to the Scheduled Tribe students is mostly utilized on 
education. The study revealed that the stipend Is spent on 
making clothes and handing over to the parent?. There Is 
no prescribed set of rul^s as to hw the amount should he 
spent. All the officer respondents and headmasters felt the 
need of having prescribed rules for the utilization pattern, 
'.men the parents spent the Mount on otter th.-.n edue-tion it 
is not justified. Some of the of fleer-respondents reported 
thrt me prttern of ntllisrtion of finrnoirl rsslstrne. 
followed by the parents wes not justified.

The Government of Bihar has made a provision to 
provide financial assistance to Scheduled Caste and 
Scheduled Tribe students v;ho are studying at pre^matric 
level, in order to encourage theia for education and also to 
help them in pursuing their studies further* 

The date of reference of the date is February 1968* 
The financial assistance is given both in cash end 
Idnd* Incentives in cash include, scholarship, free 
studentship, ej?®mption from examination fees etc* Incnativ^-s 
in kind include mid day meal, uniform facility, supply of 
free nextbooks and stationery* 

The State Government has the provision to 
uniform facilities, textbooks and stationery to the 
&c]\eduled Tribe students* Scheme-vdse criterion is 
available at the Directorate or District level ofCi’Cis* 

It is reported that the uniform feciliticp h^d 
been introduced since 1979-80* The State Coverwi^ht pair? 

Rs. 7 0 to each student for uniforms* It is also rcuort- 
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that in th? yrar 1SH4-85 the govemif.cnt hc=d spent R5.6»n 
lakhs rnd in 1935-3& Rs -10 lakhs on unifoxins •
